Austria’s Plight. 

The economic and financial condition of 
Austria has become so grave that the Allied 
Governments must deal with it at once. 
One fact alone suffices to indicate the 
country’s plight. In pre-war days twenty- 
four kronen were the equivalent of the 
British pound; to-day the Austrian ex- 
change ‘stafids at 1,600 kronen to the 
pound. In the view of the Austrian Section 
of the Reparation Commission there are 
only two courses open to the Allies—either 
to allow Austria, as created by the Treaty 
of St. Germain, to cease to exist or 
to provide credits on a large scale.
